Settles On Programme. 


I had a brief talk with my men 
From now on it whs u» ho n hig travel, 
little sleep and a bust I© every inlhut© 
Wo would try, I t'Md th©m. to double 
marrh on the return -that 1*. to alert 
*nd cover on** of our northward 
marches, make te* and eat our lunch¬ 
eon in the Igloos. then cover another 
march, eat and sleep a few hours, and 
repeat this daily. 

As a mattet of fact, wo nearly did 
iihlri, covering regularly on our'return 
Journey five outward marches in three 
return marches. Just as long ao we 
could hold the trail we could double 
our speed and we need waste no time 
In building new Igloos. 

• • • 

Sea Causes Uneasiness. 

Every day that we gained on the 
return lessened the chances of a gale 
destroying the track. Just above the 
87th parallel was a raging sea fifty 
miles wide which coused me consid¬ 
erable uneasiness. Twelve hours of 
strong easterly, westerly or northerly 
wind would make this region an open 
eea. In the afternoon of the 7th we

Harriman's OrganizationWill 
Remain Intact. 


For success now in spite of my years. 
I felt In trim flt for the demands of 
the coming days and eager to be on the 
trail. A* for my party, my equipment 
and my supplies I was In shape beyond 
my most sanguine dreams of earliest 
years. 

• • • 

Ideal Party. 


My party might be regarded as an 
Ideal which had now come to realisa¬ 
tion. as loyal and responsive to my will 
aa the fingers of my right hand. Four 
of them carried the equipment of dogs, 
•ledges. Ice and cold as jheir heritage. 
Two of them. Hansen and f^otam. were 
my companions to the farthest point 
three years before. Two others, Egln- 
way and Slglco. were In Clark's division, 
which had such a narrow escape at that 
time and. now were willing to go any¬ 
where with my Immediate party and 
willing to risk themselves again In any 
supporting party. 

• • • 

Success Meant Bride. 

The fifth was a young man tvho had 
never served before in any expedition, 
but who was. If possible, even more 
willing and eager than the others for 
the princely gifts, a boat, a rifle, a shot, 
gun. ammunition, knives, etc., which I 
had promised to each of them who 
reached the pole with me. for he knew 
that these riches enable him to wrest 
from a stubborn father the girl who*© 
image, filled his holy young h©art. 

• • • 

Blind Confidence In Peary. 

All lad blind confidence so long i 
was with them, and gave no thought 
for the morrow, sure that whatever 
happened I should somehow- g*t them 
hack to land. Rut I dealt with'the 
party equally. I recognize* that al , 
its Impetus centered In me, and that 
whatever pace I sot It would make 
good. If anyone was played out., I 
would atop for a short time. 

• • • 

Dogs Hard As Nails. 


Pacing beck and forth in the lee of 
the pressure ridge where our igloos 
were built, while my men got their 
loads ready for the next marches, 1 
act tied on my programme. I decided 
that I should strain every nerve to 
make five marches of fifteen miles 
each, crowding these marches In such 
a way as to bring us to the end of 
the fifth march long enough before 
noon to permit the Imtnadlste taking 
of an observation COr latitude. Weath¬ 
er and leads permitting, I believed i 
could do this. 

• • • 

No Sleep. 

If my proposed distances were cut 
down by any chance, I had two means 
In reserve for making up the deficit: 
First, to make the last mahoh a forced 
one, stopping to make tea and rest the 
dogs, but not to sleep. 

Second, at the end of the fifth march 
to a make & forced maroh with a light 
sledge, a double team of dogs and one 
or two of the party, leaving the rest in 
camp. 

Underlying all these calculations was 
a recognition of the ever-present neigh¬ 
borhood of open leads sail Impassable 
water and the knowledge that a tw c n- 
ty-four'bour gale would knock all my 
plana into a cockjd hat. and evon put 

us In Imminent peril. 

• • • 

Flat Bellied As a Board. 


At a little after midnight of April 1. 
after a few hours of sound sleep. 1 hit 
the trail leaving the others to break up 
camp and follow. As I climbed the 
pressure ridge back of our Igloos I set 
another hole in my belt, the third since 
I started. Every man und dog of us 
was lean and flat-bellied as a board and 
as hard. It was a fine morning 

v 9 • • 

Good Going. 

The wind of the last two days had 
subsided and the going was the best and 
most equable of any I have had yet. The 
floes were large and old, hard, clear and 
were surrounded by pressure ridges, 
some of which were almost stupendous. 
The biggest of them, however, were 
easily negotiated, either through some 

crevlcs or up some huge brink. 

• • • 

Set a Good Pace. 

I set a good pace for about ten hours. 
Twenty-five miles took me well beyond 
the 88th parallel. White I was building 
my Igloos a long lead formed by the 
east and southwest of us at a distance 
of a few* miles. A few hours' sleep and 
we were on the trail again. As the 
going was now practically horizontal, 
we ware unhampered and could travel 
as long as w r pleased and sleep as little 
as we wished 

• • • 

Twenty Miles In Ten Hours. 

Tha weather was fine and the going 
like that of the previous day. except at 
the beginning, when pickaxes were re¬ 
quired This and % brief stop at an¬ 
other lead rut down our distance. But 
we had made twenty miles in ten hours 

and were half way to the 89th parallel 

• • • 

lea Grinds. 

The lee was grinding audibly In ev¬ 
en* direction, but no motion was vis¬ 
ible. Evidently it was settling back 
into equilibrium and probably tagging 
due northward with Its release from 
the wind pressure.* 

Again there was a few hours’ sleep 
and we hit the trail before midnight. 
The weather and going were even bet¬ 
ter. • The surface except as interrupt¬ 
ed hy infrequent ridges was as level 
as the glacial fringe from Urdu to 
Columbia and harder. 

We marched something over ton 
hours, the dogs being often on the trot, 
and made twenty miles. Near the end 
of the march we rushed across a lead 
100 yards wide, which buckled under 
our sleighs and Anally broke as the 

last sledge left It. 

• • • 

At Eighty-ninth Parallel. 

We stopped in sight of the eighty- 
ninth parallel in a temperature 40 de¬ 
grees below. Again a scant sleep and 
we were on our way once more and 


sionally the dogs were galloping. 

• • • 

Twenty-five Mile* Or More. 

We mado twenty-five miles or more, 
the air. the sky and the hitter wind 
burning the face till It crackled. It 
was like the great interior Ice cape of 
Greenland. Even the natives com¬ 
plained of the bitter air. It was as 
keen as frost of the steel. 

A little longer sleep than the pre¬ 
vious ones had to be taken here, as 
w« were all in need of It. Then on 
again. 

• • • . 

Fear of Impassable Lead. 

Up to this time with each succes¬ 
sive march our fear of an Impassable 
lead had Increased. At every Inequal¬ 
ity of the ice 1 found myself hurrylnff 
breathlessly forward.- fearing that It 
marked a lead, and when I arrived at 
the summit would catch fny breath 
with relief, only to find myself hurry¬ 
ing on In the same way at the next 
one. But on this march by some 
strange shift of feeling thia fear fell 
from me completely. The weather was 
thick, but it gave me no uueualncfte.

Lifeless Pall Near Pole. 


No Bottom 


At Fifteen 
Fathoms. 


Hundred 


Five miles from the pole a narrow* 
crack filled with recent lee through 
wblrh_jve we were able to w*ork a hole 
with a pickaxe enabled me to make 
a sounding. All my wire, 1,500 fath¬ 
oms. qras sent down, but there was no 
bottom. In pulling up the wire parted 
a few fathoms from the surface and 
lead and wire went to the bottom. Off 
went reel and handle, lightening the 
sledges still further. We had no more 
use for them now*.

March In Wild Gale. 

Three marches brought us back to the 
Igloos, where the captain turned bark. 
The lost march was In the wild sweeep 
of a northerly gale with drifting snow 
and the Ice locking under us a« we 
dashed over It. 

South of where Marvin had tumfd 
back wo came to where hts party had 
built several tgloo3 while delayed by 
open leads. Still further south we 
found where the captain had been held 
up by an open lead dnd obliged to 
camp

Rise In Temperature. 


A rise In temperature to 15 below 
reduced the friction of tho sledges and 
gave the dogs the appearance of hav¬ 
ing caught the spirit* cf the party. The 
more sprightly one* as they went al>ng 
With tightly curled tails frequently 
tossed their heads with short, sharp 
barks and yelps.

Forty Miles In Twelve Hours. 


In twelve hour* we made forty miles. 
Th©re was no sign of a lead In the 
march. 

I had now made my five march**, 
and ;was In time for a nasty noon ob- 
servAtlon fhrcgjgh a temporary break 
In the clouds which Indicated our posi¬ 
tion at 89.57. I quote an entry from 
my Journal some hours later:

In going 
some ten miles beyond our camp and 
some eight miles to the right of It; 
In taking photographs, planting my 
flags, despooling rny records, study¬ 
ing the horizon with my telescope for 
possible land, and searching for prac¬ 
ticable place to make a sounding.

Maximum Temperature 12 Minus. 

Ten hours after our arrival the 
clouds cleared before a light bret^e 
from our left, and from that time un¬ 
til our departure In the afternoon of 
April 7 the weather was cloudless and 
flawless. The maximum temperature 
during the thirty hours wag 35 below, 
and the minimum 12. 

We had reached the goal, but the 
return was still before us. It was 


While the captain. Martin, and. as 1 
feund later. Borup, had been delayed 
by open leads, we seemed to bear a 
patent charm, and at no single lead 
were we delayed more than a couple of 
hours. Sometimes the loe was fast and 
firm enough to carry us across; sorfle- 
llines a short detour, sqmeMmes s brief 
halt for the leads to close, sometimes 
an In provlsc-d ferry on an loe cake, 
kept the trail without difficulty *lown 

to the tenth outward march. >

Region Unrecognizable. 

The igltos there had disappear* d 
completely, and the entire region was 
unrecognizable. Where on the outward 
Journey had been narrow crack* there 
were now broad lead*, some of them 
over five tr.llee In width, caught over 

with young Ice. /

More Luck. 


Here again fortune favored us and 
no pronounced movement of the Ice 
having taken place since the captain 
passed, wo had his trail to follow. Wo 
picked up the old trail again, north of 
the seventh Igloo*, followed It beyond 
the fifth, and the big lead lost It finally.

Eskimos Go Crazy. 


New York. Sept. 10—Two beliefs 
concerning the d-ath of Edward H 
Haniman came to be accepted as facts 
to-day—first, that his great railroad 
organization will not be disturbed; sec¬ 
ond. that he. was a victim of cancer. 

That the financial world had thor¬ 
oughly discounted the gr.at man's 
death and dissipated all fear Of a panic 
was attested by one of the men re¬ 
markable scenes in the history of the 
New York Stock Exchange. There, In¬ 
stead of a downward movement oi 
stocks, a sensational and spectacular 
advance occurred, while In London and 
Berlin railroad and industrial securi¬ 
ties showed unusual strength.

Cancer Says Vienna Expert.

Washlngton. Sept. 10.—(Special.)— 

The death of Edward H. Harriman will 
not gffect the Federal Government's 
suit against the Union Pacific. Southern 
Pacific ami allied "Harriman railroad 
Interests.'' This case Is now pending, 
and testimony being taken In various 
parts uf tha country, the charg# being 
violation of the Sherman anti-trust law 
In an alleged "combine.” s 

At the Department of Justice to-day 
It was stated that the Government In¬ 
tends to push this forward, regardless 
of the death of the roaster mind that 
controlled these Interests. 

The Government has had but very 
fewssults in which Mr Harriman fig¬ 
ured as an actual party pnmed In the 
case. One notable action, however. In 
which Mr. Harriman figured Individ 
ually was that of the Interstate Com¬ 
merce Commission vs. Harriman. de¬ 
cided favorable to the latter by the 
United States Supreme Court last term 
The suit was brought to force the rail¬ 
road magnate to answer certain ques¬ 
tion relative to certain stock holdings 
In the so-called "Harriman railroads.''

F*»r three yehr* Harriman had been 
pus-hlng Lor** into first one railroad 
directorate ntul then another. It was 
the dreani of Harriman to use th* Bal¬ 
timore and Ohio lines east of the Mis¬ 
sissippi river to form the Eastern divi¬ 
sion of a great transcontinental trunk 

« |n* He bad previously purchased a 

“ontrol In the Union Pacific and at the 
llm* nf bis enter!rot the B. and O. whs 
V itiating for a direct lino west of 
Balt Ia»k* The Southern Pacific had 
been bought, ton, at that time, but It 
was In an undeveloped state, and Har¬ 
riman concentrated bis energies and 
ambitions on unifying the Union Pa¬ 
cific. B and O. and th*. other lines 
nere**ary for a coast to coast railroad. 

Later however. Mr. Harriman aban¬ 
doned hU idea of the merger of the 
East and West Itnes. hut directed all 
hi* attention t* the development of the 
roads previously taken fiver. It may 
have b*en that the continued threats of 
prosecution by th* Federal Government 
pr the uncertainty over the Northern 
Securttl*s merger, or perhaps the oppo¬ 
sition of the Pennsylvania railroad, de¬ 
ferred him In his plan* At any rate.

New York. Sept. 10.—Wall street's 
reapons* to-day to the death of E. H. 
Harriman wras a buoyantly strong stock 
market In which securities made sen¬ 
sational gains and held them to' the 
end. The volume of business was enor¬ 
mous-—well over 1,500,000 shar*K—and 
to this vast amount the better known 
Harriman stocks, namely Unl^n Pa¬ 
cific common and Southern Pacific, 
alone contributed over one-third, while 
other properties In which the late mag¬ 
nate was more remotely interested add¬ 
ed probably os much more to the rum 
total. 

The day resulted In a complete rout 
of the short Interest, which was prob¬ 
ably more extensive than even the best 
informed had imagined. Even before 
the opening here. It was evident from 
the tone of American securities in Lon¬ 
don that the strongest Support was 
forthcoming and initial prices in New 
York dispelled all doubt with advances 
In practically all Issues, though the 
Harriman stocks were the leaders.

Battle Hart>or, Labrador (V^a Mar¬ 
coni Wireless, Cape Ray. N. F.), Sept. 
9.—(Special.)—Tho steamer Roosevelt. | 
bearing tho North Polar expedition of 
tho Peary Arctic Club, parted company 
with tho Erik and steamed out of Etah 
Fohi late In the afternoon of August 
18, 1908. setting the usual course for 
Cape Sabine. Tho weather was dirty, 
with fresh southerly winds. We had on 
board twenty-two Eskimo men, seven¬ 
teen women and ten children, 236 dogs 
and tome forty odd walrus.

Ice Soon Encountered. 


Open Water Reached. 

Within a quarter of an hour of the 
same time we arrived three years before 
—7 a. m.. September 5—we reached the 
open water extending beyond Capo 
Sheridan. We steamed up to the end 
of it, and It appeared practicable at . 
first to reach Porter Bay, near Cape 
Joseph Henley, which I had for my 
winter quarters. But the outlook being 
unsatisfactory. I went back and put the 
Roosevelt Into the only opening in the 1 
floe, being barred close to the mouth 
of the Sheridan River, a little north of 
our position three years prior. 

• • • 

Supplies Taken Ashore. 

The season was further advanced 
than In 190$; there waa more snow on 
the ground, and the new ice inside the 
floe bergs was much thicker. The work 
of discharging the ship was commenced 
at once and rushed to competition. The 
supplies and equipment we sledged 
across Ice and sea and deposited on 
shore. A house and workshop were 
built of boards, covered with sails and 
fitted with stoves, and the ship was 
inug for winter In shoal water, where 
she touched bottom at low tide. This 
settlement on the stormy shores of the 
Arctic Ocean was christened Hubbard- 
ville. 

Hunting parties wore sent out on 
September 10, and a bear was brought 
In on the 12th. and some deer a day or 
two later.

Supplies Moved Northward. 


Eskimos, 133 dogs and nineteen sledges. 
One Eskimo and seven dngs had gone 
to pieces. 

A strong easterly wind, drifting enow 
and temperature in the minus marked 
l our departure from the camp at Cape 
I Columbia, which t had christened Crane 
City. Rough ice In the first march 
damaged several sledges and smashed 
two beyond repair, the teams going 
back to Columbia for other sledges In 
' reserve there. 

• • • 

Borup Misses Way. 

We camped ten miles from Crane 
City. The easterly wind and low tom- 
peratur© continued. In the seconjl 
’ march we passed the British record 
made by Markham In May. 1876—82.20 
, —and we restopped by open water. 

' which had been formed by the wind 
after Bartlett passed. In this march 
we negotiated the lead and reached 
Bartlett’s third camp. Borup had gone 
back from thet\, but missed his way. 
owing to the faulting of the trail by 
the movement of the Ice. 

Marvin came back also for more fuel 
and alcohol. The wind continued form¬ 
ing open water all about us. At the 
end of the fourth march wo came 
upon Bartlett, who had been stopped 
by a wide lake of open water. We re¬ 
mained here all March 4 to March 11. 

• • _• 

First Appearance of Sun. 


W* encountered the ice a short dis¬ 
tance from the- mouth of the harbor, 
but It was not closely packed and was 
negotiated by the Roosevelt without se¬ 
rious difficulty. As we neared Cape 
Sabine tho weather cleared somewhat, 
and we passed close by Three Voort 
Island aud Cape Sabine, easily making 
out with the naked eye the house at 
Hayes Harbor occupied by me in the 
winter of 1901-2. 

From Capo Sabine north there was 
so much water that we thought of set¬ 
ting the lug *al|'before the southerly 
wind; but a little later appearance of 
ice to the northward stopped this. 
Thera was clean open water to Cape 
Albert, and from there scattered Ice to 
a point about abreast of Victoria Head, 
thick weather and dense Ice bringing us 

somo ten or fifteen miles away. 

© • • 

Drifted South. 

From here we drifted south some¬ 
what, and then got a slant to the north¬ 
ward out of the current. We worked a 
Uttle further north, and stopped again 
for some hour*. Then we again 
worked westward and northward until 
we reached a series of lakes, coming to 
a stop a few* miles south of tho Wind¬ 
wards winter quarters at Cape Dur- 
vtU®. From here, after somo delay, we 
slowly worked a way northeastward 
through fog and broken ice of medium 
thickness through one night and tho 
forenoon of tho next day, only emerg¬ 
ing Into open water and clear weather 
oft Cape Fraser. 

• • • 

Clear Run To Bay. 


On September 15 the full work of 
transporting supplies to Cape Columbia 
was Inaugurated. Marvin, with Dr. 
Good sail and Borup and the Eskimos, 
took sixteen sledgrloads of supplies to 
Cape Belknap, and on the 27th the same 
party started with loads to Porter Bay. 
Tho work of hunting and transporting 
supplies was prosecuted continuously 
by the memt>ers of the party and the 
Eskimos until November 5. when the 
supplies for the spring sledge trip had 
been removed from winter quarters and 
deposited at various places from Cape 
Colan to Cape Columbia.

From this point we had a clear run 
through the middle of Robeson channel, 
uninterrupted by either ice or fog, to 
Lady Franklin Bay. Here we encoun¬ 
tered both ice and fog. and while work¬ 
ing along In search of a practicable 
opening were forced across to the 
Greenland coast at Thank God harbor. 

Tho fog lifted there, and enabled us 
to maku out our wheerabouts; and we 
steamed north through a series of leads 
past C’fp© Lupton, and thence south¬ 
ward toward Cape Union. A few miles 
oft that cape we were stopped by im¬ 
practicable ice. and we drifted back 
south to Cape Union, where wc stopped 
again.

At Scene of Disaster. 


1 the latter paxt of Peptember the 
movement of the ice rejected the 
ship to a pressure which lifted her to 
port some 8 to 10 degrees, and she did 
not rccov r till the folio ing spring. 
On October 1 I we. t on a hunt with 
two Eskimos across the field and Parr 
Bay and the Peninsula, made the cir¬ 
cuit of Clemants Markham inlet, and 
returned to the shl In seven days 
with fifteen musk oxen, a bear, and a 
deer. Later In October 1 repeated the 
trip, obtaining five musk oxen and 
hunting parties secured some forty 
deer.

Tidal Observation^. 

Prof. MacMillan went to Columbia In 
November and obtained a month of 
tidal observations, returning In Decem- 
ber. In the December mc.on Borup 
moved the Heel- depot to Cape Colon; 
Bartlett made a hunt! - ^r p overland 
to loric© Haxen, and Hansen went to 
Clemantg Markham l-l®L 

In the January moon Marvin crossed 
Robeson channel and went to Cape 
Bryant for tidal and meteorological ob¬ 
servations; Bartlett crossed the chan¬ 
nel and made the circuit of Newman 
Bay and explored the Peninsula. Aft¬ 
er he returned Goodsell went to Mark¬ 
ham Inlet and Borup toward Lake Ha¬ 
xen. In the Interior, on hunting trips.

Peary Brings Up Rear. 

In the February moon Bartlett went 
to Cape Hecla, Goodsell moved some 
more AippUcs from Hecla to Capo 
Colon, and Borup went to Markham 
Inlet on a hunting trip. On February 
15 Bartlett left the Roosevelt w*lth ila 
division for Cape Columbia and Parr 
Bay. Goodsell. Borup, MacMillan and 
Hansen followed on successive days 
with their provisions. Marvin returned 
from Bryants on February 17 and left 
for Cape Columbia February 21. I

Preparations For Dash. 


We lay for some time in a lake of 
water, and then, to prevent being drift¬ 
ed south again, took refuge under the 
north shore of Lincoln Bay. in nearly 
the Identical place where we had our 
unpleasant experiences three years be¬ 
fore. Here we remained for several days 
during a period of constant, and at 
times, violent northeasterly winds. 

• • • 

Forced Back. 

Twice we were forced aground by the 
heavy Ice; we had our port quarter rail 
broken and a hole stove In the bul¬ 
warks; and twice we pushed out In an 
attempt to get north, but we were 
forced back each time to our precarious 
shelter. 

Finally, on September 2. we squeeze* 


The total of all divisions leaving the 
Roosevelt were seven members of the 
party, fifty-nine Eskimos, 140 dogs and 
twenty-three oledges. By February 27 
such of the Cape Colon depot as was 
needed had been brought up to Capo 
Columbia, the dogs were rested and 
double raxioned and harnessed and the 
sledgea and; other gear overhauled. 

Four months of northerly winds dur¬ 
ing the fall and winter, instead of 
southerly ones, as during the previous 
season, led me to expect less open 
winter than before, but a great deal 
of rough Ice; and 1 was prepared to 
hew a road through the ragged ice for 
the first hundred miles or »o and then 
cross the big lead. 

On the last day of February Bartlett, 
wtth his pioneer division, accomplished 
this, and his divlflon got away due 
north over the Ice on March 1. The 
remainder of the party got away on 
Bartlett's trail and 1 followed an hour 
later.

Eskimo Ooes To Pieces. 


The party now comprised seven 
members of the expedition, seventeen 


At noon of March 5 the sun. red and 
shaped like a football by excessed re¬ 
flection, just raised Itself above the 
horizon for a few minutes and then 
disappeared again. It was the first 
time 1 had seen it since October 1. 

I now began to feel a good deal of 
anxiety because there wore no signs of 
Martin and Borup. who should have 
been there for two days. Besides they 
had the alcohol and oil which were In¬ 
dispensable for use. We concluded that 
they had either lost the trail or were 
imprisoned on an Island by open water, 
probably the latter. 

• • • 

Note Left For Missing Men. 


Fortunately, on March 11, the lead 
was practicable, and leaving a note for 
Marvin and Borup to push on after us 
by forced marches, we proceeded north¬ 
ward. The sounding of the lead gave 
110 fathoms. During this march we 
crossed the 84th parallel and traversed 
a succession of Just frozen leads from 
a few hundred yards to a mile wide. 
This march was really simple. 

On the 14th we got free of the leads 
and came on decent going. While we 
wore making a camp a courier from 
Marvin came and informed me he was 
on the march In the rear. The tempera¬ 
ture was 96. 

The following morning, March 14, 1 
sent Hansen with his division north to 
Pioneer, a trail of five marches, and 
Dr. Goodsell kccordlng to the pro¬ 
gramme, started back to Cup© Colum¬ 
bia. 

• • • 

Steaming Dogs Bring Oil. 

At night Marvin and Borup came 
spinning in with three men and dogs 
steaming In the bitter air like a squad¬ 
ron of battleships. Their arrival re¬ 
lieved me of ail anxiety as to our oil 
supply. 

• • • 

McMillan Frostbitten. 

In the morning I discovered that 
McMillan's foot was badly frost bit¬ 
ten. This mishap had occurred two or 
three days before, bnt McMillan had 
said nothing about it. In the hop© that 
It would come out all right. A glance 
at th© injury showed me that the only 
thing was to send him bock to Cape 
Columbia at once. The arrival of Mar¬ 
vin and Borup enabled me to spar© suf¬ 
ficient men and dogs to go back with 
him. 

• • • 

Loss a Disappointment. 

This early loss of McMIHtfn was se¬ 
riously disappointing to me. He had 
a sledge all th© way from Cape Co¬ 
lumbia and with hie enthusiasm and 
the powers and physique of the trained 
athlete 1 had confidence In him for at 
least the 86th parallel, but thcro was no 
alternative. The best sledges and dogs 
were selected and the slfcdge loads 
brought up to the standard. The 
sounding gnve a depth of 325 f&thorni. 

We were over the continual shelf and. 
as 1 had surmised, the successive leads 
crossed In the fifth and six marches 
composed the big lead and marked the 
continuel shelf. On leaving this camp 
the expedition comprised sixteen men, 
twelve sledges and one hundred dogs. 

• • • 

Borup Takes Ice Bath. 


The next march was satisfactory as 
regards distance and character of go¬ 
ing. Jn the latter part there was pro¬ 
nounced movement In the ice, both vis¬ 
ible and audible. Some lead* were 
crossed, In one of w hich Borup And his 
team took a bath and we were finally 
stopped by an Impracticable lead open¬ 
ing In front of us. 

% We camped In a temperature of 
minus 50. At the end of two short 
marches we cam© upon Hanson and 
his party In camp, mending their 
sledges. We devoted the remainder of 
tho day to overhauling and mending 
sledges and breaking up our damaged 
ones for material. 

• • • 

Marvin Sent As Scout. 

Th© next morning I put Marvin In 
the lead to pioneer the trail with In¬ 
struction* to make two forced marches 
to bring up our average, which had 
been cut down by th© last two short 
ones. Marvin carried out his Instruc¬ 
tions Implicitly. A considerable amount 
of young Ice assisted in thl*. 

• • • 

Sorry To Lose Yale Man. 

At the end of the tenth march, lati¬ 


tude 86.23, Borup turned back In com¬ 
mand of th,«* second supporting party, 
having trnvehM a distance equivalent 
to Hannon 'a distance from this far to 
farthest north. I was sorry in lose this 
young Yaja runner, K» lth his enthusi¬ 
asm and pluck. He had led his heavy 
sled go over the floes In a way that com¬ 
manded everyone’s admiration and 
would have made hjs father's eyes 
glisten. 

From this point the expedition com¬ 
prised twenty men, ten sledge* and 
seventy dogs. It Vas nesessary for 
Marvin to take a sledge fr</n here, and 
I put Bartlett and his division In ad¬ 
vance to pioneer the trail. 

The continual daylight enabled me to 
make an observation her© that brought 
my advance and main parti©* cloaer to¬ 
gether and reduced the likelihood of 
their being separated by open leads. 

• • • 

Rest For Both Parties. 


After Bartlett left camp with Hen¬ 
derson and their division. Marvin and 
l remained wKh our division* twenty 
hours longer, and then followed. When 
we reached Bartlett's camp he ^roke 
out and went on and we turned in. By 
this arrangement the advance party 
was traveling whll® th© main party was 
asleep, and vice versa, and I was in 
touch with my advance party every 
twenty-four hourt. 

I had no reason to complain of the 
going for the next two marches, though 
for a less experienced party, lees adapt¬ 
able sledge© or less perfect equipment. 

It would have been an Impossibility. 

• • • 

Satisfactory Observation*. 


At our position at the end of tho sec 
ond march Marvin obtained a satisfac¬ 
tory sight for latitude in clear weather, 
which placed us at 85.48. This result 
agreed very tatlsfactorily with th© dead 
reckoning of Marvin. Bartlett and my¬ 
self. Up to this time the slight altl 
tude of the sun liad made it not worth 

white to waste time In observations.

Ferried Across On Ice Cakes. 


On the next two marches the going 
improved and we covered good dis¬ 
tances. In one of these marches a lead 
delayed us a few hours. We finally 

ferried across on the ice cakes. 

• • • 

Records Broken. 


The next day Bartlett let himself 
out, evidently for a record, and reeled 
off plump twenty miles. Here Marvin 
obtatned another satisfactory sight on 
latitude, which gave the position as 
86.38 (or beyond the farthest North of 
Nan sen and Abruxzl) and showed that 
wc had covered fifty minutes of latitude 
In thr©< marches. In these three 
marches we had passed the Norwegian 
record of 86.14 by tfanzen and the 
Italian record of 86.84 by Cagnl. 

• • • 

Marvin Turns Back. 


From this point Marvin turned back 
In command of the third supporting 
party. My last word* to him were: 
•*B© careful of the lead*, my boy.” t 
The party from this point comprised 
nine men. seven sledges and sixty dogs. 
The conditions at this camp and the 
apparently unbrnkrti expdn*© of fairly 
level Ice In every direction reminded 
me of Cagnl’* description of his farth¬ 
est North, but I was not deceived by 
the apparently favorable outlook, for 
available conditions never continued 
for any distance or any length of time 
In the Arctic region*. 

• • • 

Light Equal Everywhere. 

The North march was over good go¬ 
ing. but for th© first time since leav¬ 
ing land we experienced that condition 
frequent over these Ice fields, of a hazy 
atmosphere in which the light Is equal 
everywhere. All relief Is destroyed and 
It Is Impossible to sec for any distance. 
• • • 

Heaviest Snow of Journey. 


” We were obliged In this march to 
make a detour around an open lead. In 
the next march we encountered the 
heaviest and deepest ©now of tho Jour¬ 
ney, through a thick, smothering man* 
tie, lying in tho depressions of heavy 
nibble Ice. I came upon Bartlett and 
his party, fagged out. and temporarily 
discouraged by the heart-racking work 
of making a road. 

•T knew what was the matter with 
them. They jjvere simply spoiled by 
the good work of tho previous marches. 
I rallied them a bit, lightened their 
pled# k and sent therp on encouraged 
again. 

• • • 

Traveled Through Heavy Haze. 

"During the next march we traveled 
through & thick haze drifting over the 
Ice before a biting air from the north¬ 
east. At th© end of the march we 
came upon the captain, camped beside 
a wide-open lead with a dense black 
water sky northwest, north and north¬ 
east. 

We built our Igloos and turned In, 
but before I bad fallen asleep I was 
roused out by a movement of the Ice 
and found a startling condition of af 
fair*—a rapidly widening road of black 
water ran but a few feet from our 
Igloos.. One of my teams of dogs had 
escaped by only a few feet from being 
dragged by the movement of the Ice 
Into the water. 

• • • S 

Have Narrow Escapes. 

’’Another team had an equally nar¬ 
row escape from being crushed by tho 
Ice blocks piled over them. The Ice 
on th© north side of the lead was mov¬ 
ing around eastward. The small floor 
on which tho Captain's Igloos was 
drifting eastward in the open water 
and th© side of otir igloos threatened 
to follow suit 

’ Kicking out tho door of tho Igloos, 


I called to the Captain's m©n to pack 
their pledges and ho ready for a quick 

dash when a favorable chance arrived. 

• • • 

Hurried Away On Bled go. 

We hurried ©ur things on our sludges, 
hitched the dogs and moved on to a 
largo flo© went of us. Then, leaving 
on© man to look out for the dogs and 
sledges, we hurried over * to assist the 

Captain’s party to Join us. 

• • • 

Black Smoke From Water. 


A corner of their raft Impinged on 
the Ice on our side. For the rest of the 
night and during th© next day the lc© 
suffered th© torments of the damned, 
surging together, opening out, groan¬ 
ing and grinding, while the open water 
belched black smoke like a prairie fire. 
Then the motion ceased; the open 
water closed; the atmosphere to the 
north was cleared and we rushed across 

before the Ice could open again. 

• • • 

Six Miles Straight Away. 


A succession of laterally open leads 
were crossed, and after them some 
heavy old let, and then we came to a 
layer of young Ice. some of which 
buckled under our sledges, and this 
gave us a straight way of six mile* to 
the north. Then came more heavy old 
floes covered with hard snow. This 
was a go >d long march.

Bartlett's Last Bit. 


The next march was also a long one. 
It was Bartlett’s last blL He let him¬ 
self out over a series of large old floes, 
steadily Increasing In diameter and 
covered with hard snow. 

During the last few mile* I walked 
beside him or in Advance, He was very 
solemn and anxious to go further, but 
the programme was for him to go back 
from here In command of the fourth 
supporting party, and there were no 
supplies for an Increased main party. 

• • • 

Encountered High Winds. 

In this march we encountered n high 
wind for the first time in three days 
after w© left Cap© Columbia. It was 
dead on our face*, bluer and insistent, 
but I had no reason to complain; R was 
better than easterly or southerly wind, 
either of which would have set u* 
adrift In open water, while this was 
closing up every leod behind. This fur¬ 
nished another advantage of my sup¬ 
porting parties. True, by so doing It 
was pressing to the south the ice over 
which w© traveled and so robbing us 
of a hundred miles of advantage. 

• • • 

Breaks Sledge To Repair Others. 

We concluded we were on or near 
the 88th parallel, unless the north wind 
had lost us several miles. The wind 
:iight and all UR following 
day. At this camp In the morning 
Bartlett started to walk five or six 
miles to th© north to make sure of 
reaching the 88th parallel. While he 
wo* gone I selected the forty best dogs 
In the outfit and had them doubled, and 
I picked out flvo of the best sledges 
and assigned them expressly to the 
Captain’s party. I broke up the sev¬ 
enth for material with which to repair 
th© others, and set Eskimos at this 
work. 

• • • 

Bartlett Turns Back. 

Fartlett returned In 'time to take a 
satisfactory observation for latitude In 
clear weather, and obtained for our 
position 87.48, And that showed that the 
continued north wind had robbed us 
of a number of miles of hard-earned 
distance. 

Bartlett took the observation her© 
as had Marvin flv© camps back, partly 
to save my eyes, but largely to givo an 
Independent record and determination 
of our ad vantage Th© observations 
completed and two copies made, one 
for him and th© other for me. Bartlett 
started on th© back trail in command 
of my fourth supporting party with 
two Eskimos, one sledge and eighteen 
dogs. 

• • • 

Work Still Ahead. 

When he left f felt for a moment 
pangs of regret as he disappeared In 
the distance, but It was only mo¬ 
ment ary. My work was still ahead, 
not in the rear. 

Bartlett had don* good work and had 
been a great help to me. Circumstances 
had thrust th© brunt of the pioneering 
upon him Instead of dividing It among 
several, as I had planned. He had 
reason to take pride in th© fact that 
he had bettered th© Italian's record by 
a degree and a quarter, and had cov¬ 
ered & distance equal to the entire dis¬ 
tance of th© Italian expedition from 
Franz Josefs Land to Cagnl’s farthest 
north.

Tribute To Bartlett 


I had given BartJott this position and 
post of honor In command of my fourth 
and last supporting party, and for two 
reasons—first, because of his magnifi¬ 
cent handling of the Roosevelt; sec¬ 
ond. because he had cheerfully stood 
between m© and many trifling annoy¬ 
ances on the expedition. 

Then there was a third reason. It 
seemed to me appropriate. In view of 
the magnificent British record of Arctic 
work, covering three centuries, that It 
should be & British subject who could 
boast that, next to an American, he had 
been nearest to the no!©.

George W. Greenup, of Louisville. Who Was In Alaska 
With Dr. Cook, Throws Some Hot Shot Into Doubt¬ 
ing Thomases. 


George W. Greenup, traveler, author, f 
student and piano manufacturer, resid¬ 
ing at 119 East Jacob avenue. Is firm 1 
in the Ik lief that Dr. Frederick Cook 
and the Dr. Cook who was his com-1 
panion for five weeks in 1897 on the 
frozen trails of Alaska are one and 
the same person. This did not dawn 
upon Mr. Greenup until th© explorer 
announced to the world that he had 
found th® North Pole, and his other 
rxpeditioq* were published. Then for 
the first time the Louisville man learn¬ 
ed that Dr. Ccok la reputed to be tlu. ! 
only man who climbed to the top of j 
Mt. McKinley, about the time Mr. j 
Greenup was In Alaska. 

Since the characteristics nnd descrip- 
lion of tho noted man have been pub¬ 
lished, Mr. Greenup says th© descrip¬ 
tions of loth men are Identical, and, 
while there Is a invisibility of his being 
mistaken, he firmly believes his friend 
Is th® discoverer of the top of the 
world. 

Mr. Greenup first meC Dr. Cook at 
Juneau. Alaska. In September. 1897, 
while on his way to the gold fields to 
gather material for a book which he 
later published, and for the educational 
opportunities of such a trip. Although 
Dr. Cook boarded the steamer at 
Seattle, the two did not become ac¬ 
quainted until they landed In Juneau. 

Mr Greenup related the story of his 
Alaskan trip and of hi* meeting with 
the explorer yesierday afternoon as fol¬ 
lows; 

• • • 

Mr. Greenup’s Story. 


”Dr. Cook was a reticent, quiet and 
unassuming man. He did not talk much, 
but when he did he always said some¬ 
thing. He was about five feet eleven 
Inches In height and at that time 
weighed about 186 pounds. If my 
friend and the explorer are one and th© 
same person, hi* word Is gilt-edge and 
If he said he discovered th*P° lc * l 
would stake niy Ilf© that h© did. Dr. 
Cook w as as square a man as ever 
treaded a trail. When one travels with 
a man on a camping expedition he 
usually will learn more about a man 
In on© week then’ In ten years under 
other circumstances. 

”Our meeting at Juneau was most 
natural. Th© steamer was laying over 
at this place for ten hour* who* we 
slruck up an acquaintance. I asked him 
what he was going up north for. II* 
smiled and suggested that 1 first toll 
him th® object of my visit. I told him 
And then he Informed m© that he waa 
going up there to climb the Iceberg*- 
Dr. Cook had w^th him surveying In¬ 
struments and discussed geometry and 
scientific subjects with the freedom of 
a broadly educated man. 

’’Finally, we reached Sheep's Camp 
and then we began th© Journey across 
th® ice covered mountains to Realea Be¬ 
sides Cook and myself there were three 
white men In the party and our Indian 
guides. I was the only on© In th© party 
who bad horse*. It took u* lwo day* 
to travel twelve miles. Four hundred 
vards beyond Chtlkoot Pass we cam© 
to Crater Lake. Whll© I was walking 
around the aid© of th© lava-formed bed 
of th© lake. mv foot slipped upon th® 
Ice and 1 rolled 150 feet down the side 
nf the crater One of the first to reach 
m A r c*a Dr. Cook and after an examina- 
t!.*» ho found that I had sustained an 
tn ;ry to my right hip. H® dressed 
th** Injury which was not of a dangerous 
nature and we want Into camp at Long 
Lake, four miles distant until I had re¬ 
covered.

1909, he and his wife 
united with the First Baptist church of 
Roanoke, Va., Dr T. Ciagett Skinner, 
pastor. 

On June 23 hi® church called for a 
presbytery to ordain him. the same to 
be composed of the pastors of the Bap¬ 
tist churches of Roanoke. Vinton und 
Salem, and two lay members from each 
church. • . 

The presbytery met June 25. and 
after « thorough examination as to

Rlble and making the orutnattoa 
prayer. 

At the conclusion ot the ordination 
proceedings and a* the first net of hla 
new mil isterial life, he administered 
the ordtnnrico «*f baptism to his w»l© 
and cotnitunlorf in the ministry.

It is a genuine and deep delight to 
find so firm and true a transcription 
of Ufa as Arnold Bennett has made In 
"The Old Wives* Tale." So actual Is 
the "illusion of life" he has accom¬ 
plished. the reader feel* as about the 
old good novels and some new good 
onee that It Is not fiction but life 
Itself that passes in these pages. 

The life represented, as Mr. James’ 
formula goes. Is that of two girls In 
the England of the sixties. They were 
born in a small town where their fath¬ 
er. the chief draper, wo* a monument 
of such solid respedtabllUy as has 
oorce to be the symbol of that epoch. 
Their Ilf© as young girls rises and sots 
In the draper's shop in the Square. Con¬ 
stance Is good and righteous, content to 
follow the honorable If simple family 
tradition. Sophia Is radian tly beau¬ 
tiful, charmed by the glamour Ufo 
wears In her dreams, a glamour that 
adfldenly one day becomes Incarnate In 
the person of Mr. Gerald Scales, com¬ 
mercial traveler, handsomu, debonair, 
man of the world—the world beyond the 
Square, so alluring, so bristling with 
possibilities to her Imagination. Sophia’s 
beauty enchants blase Gerald to the 
point of making him proposo elopement 
to Ijomlon rtnpbl a. bweiy. ardent, young 
creature, consents. But once there, her 
conscience rooted in the sterling prin¬ 
ciples of her Mood and training insists 
on his marrying her. His light new* 
goes down beneath her fwriousne&a and. 
if reluctantly, he goe* through with the 
ceremony. Then they pass on the 
France of her dream, where comes her 
awakening. Jlerald, spendthrift, en¬ 
tirely unworthy, desert* her. But 
slowly yet surely after this shock of 
disillusion Sophia's fine spirit reasserts 
itself She takes up singlehandod the 
fight against fate. She becomes the re¬ 
spected owner and head of a reputable 
pension, no brilliant position, yet one In 
which her solid virtues fairly scintil¬ 
late.

They are such qualities a* are 
found both in Orientals and Occident¬ 
als. These characteristics ar© fatal 
facility for falling In love and recur¬ 
rent waves of spiritual uplift. After 
steering him through a romantic epi¬ 
sode In which figure* a girl of common 
strain, another episode in which 
figures a girl of a finer order, 
with & romantic skirmish her© 
and there, on the way varied by an 
ardently conceived plan of entering the 
church a* a celibate, he Is finally land¬ 
ed In tho lost chapter as the husband 
of th© cold and dignified girl of the 
second classification above mentioned. 
But th© author leaves the Impression 
that not yet ha* his turbulent soul 
found rest; that, surrounded us ho Is 
by domestic and romantic satisfactions, 
his restless spirit Is tormented by vis¬ 
ion* of the spiritual Ilf© wherein lay 
for him the ultimate good.

THE SWORD OF THE LORD. By Jo¬ 
seph Hocking.

"A romance of th© time of Martin 
Lutheri* should make friends, a* Luth¬ 
er's Is on© of the few great historical 
figures who have not appeared In "re¬ 
cent fiction." The story Is quit© pass¬ 
able, though somewhat tedious. It la 
told by on© Brian Hamilton, son of an 
English gentleman, sent by King Henry 
VIIL to bring home a high-born Ger¬ 
man lady whose destiny In England Is 
a secret. Th© Lady Elfrida Rolhenburg 
has as her friend Dr. Martin Luther, 
of the town of Wittenberg, who writes 
to her a letter mentioning Brian Ham¬ 
ilton’s name as one whose mind Is rip© 
for coming religious change; therefor 
Brian is haled before an ecclesiastical 
court. Lkither is on© of th© principal 
characters In the tale; he U seen In his 
ceJl in th© monastery at Wittenberg, 
he burn* the Pope’s bull In the public 
square, he stands before his judge* in 
that famous scene where he says; "Her© 
I stand. I can do no other. May Ood 
help me. Amen." It Is Interesting, but 
It Is merely history masquerading a# 
fiction; there 1 * no touch of the quick 
ening Imagination which might have 
given It new life. 

Brian Hamilton Is an Englishman, 
and of course would not be expected to 
gi\o th»* Garmon touches to hi* tale, 
yet on© might expect the author's Ger¬ 
man quotation* to he spelled correctly 
at leart. In spit© of Its failure to waken 
any enthusiasm or to attain any dis¬ 
tinctive coloring, the picture 1 * historic¬ 
ally correct and tho romance I* brought 
to a happy conclusion with the hand of 
th© Lady Elfrida satisfactorily be¬ 
stowed and a letter from Luther in the 
Wartburg Castle. 
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ON DON. Aug. 25.—It Is a common 
saying Chat ©vents always come 
in three#, and when Swinburne 
died, a few months ago. there 
were not wanting prophets of evil who 
declared that we should soon lose two 
other great Victorian literary men. 
The prophets have for once proved 
truthful. Meredith soon followed his 
friend Swhyburne to the grave, and 
now they are followed by their con¬ 
temporary and associate. Sir Theodore 
Martin. 

Sir Theodore was a striking example 
of a man who began life In on© of the 
more proaaiic of callings, and drifted. 
If on© may be permitted to use the 
word. Into literature. He began os a 
parliamentary agent, which is to say 
that his busfne#* In life was to pilot 
through Parliament private bills, con¬ 
ferring franchises and similar priv¬ 
ileges on business firm*, companies and 
Individuals. Me ha# told In his remin¬ 
iscences how he often worked at his 
profession from 9 o’clock In the morn¬ 
ing pntll 9 at night, and then spent the 
rest of the night In writing. 

'LitersturA’ h© wrote recently to n 
correspondent, ‘^uis been the recrea¬ 
tion of my leinure hours, not the seri- 
oufl business of my life. Except In 
those rare cases where great original 
ability and natural Inclination point In 
the same dlreoQoq. I have always tried 
to dissuade young writers from adopt¬ 
ing the literary calling as their sole 
means of livelihood. Even In my young 
day#, when I was not without tempta¬ 
tion* to make It the business of my 
life, the uncertainty and precarknis- 
n«*s# of the literary life seemed to me 
what Jewett used to call "a glimpse 
into the obvious." 

Sir Theodore first attained fame with 
the "Bon Gaultier Ballads." In which 
he collaborated with Prof. W. 5 ^ Ay -1 
toun. Curiously enough. SlryTheodore 
could never assign with anything like 
accuracy the share of either partner In 
the authorship of these ballads. And 
even the most famous of them—that 
which chronicles the historic feud he- 
ween Pheraon and McT*vi*h—h© used 
to declare wo* a "sort of composite 
production." 

Of course, his greatest claim to fame 


rest# on hi# authorship of the ’ Life 
of the iTInce Consort," and this work 
brought him the# enduring friendship 
of the late Queen Victoria. Wherever 
he was. he always received a birthday 
present from the Queen, and his devo¬ 
tion to her reminded one /of the ro¬ 
mance* of mediaeval knights. On one 
•.■cession he publicly expressed the wish 
that he might not survive her. Hts 
devotion to his wife, who was Helen 
Fauolt, a great Shakeepearean aotrees, 
va* also of the roman*ic kind. He 
absolutely idolized her. and some of 
bis most charming verses were Inspired 
by her. 

We are used to hear of business mAt 
retiring when they have mad© a com¬ 
petence, but It is rather unusual for 
an author to deliberately take this step. 
Usually Jt Is a gradual process with 
followers of the muse of Ht^ratnre, and 
rome of them remain In harness until 
they suddenly wake up and discover 
tliat the public has deserted them for 
n*w favorites. Others dror out gradu¬ 
ally and gracefully, and *c rme fine 
morning the public Is astonished to 
read In the newspapers of the death 
of a writer whom they had man tally 
written off a r dead years before. 

This week, however, we had a vale¬ 
dictory announcement from Helen 
Matin'rg that sh© ha# definitely decided 
to retire from literature and go in for 
business. Miss Mathers, who In pri¬ 
vate life l# Mrs. Henry Reeves. Is best 
known as the author of “Cornin’ Thro* 
the Rye," although she has written and 
publidhed more than twenty other nov¬ 
els In the thtrty-foyr years that she 
ha# been -writing. Her last novel, 
"Love tho Thief." is Just about to be 
Issued. Miss Mathers deolare# that 
on© of the Impelling reasons for her 
retirement is the unauiUafaotory prices 
which are now paid to authors, and 
6 he blame* this on the changing con¬ 
dition* of the time. People do not read 
so much, now that they go In for the 
outdoor life, and the motorcar has 
taken the place of the novel as a moons 
of recreation. "For one thing." she 
said In an interview the other day. "I 
can no longer, since the death of my 
son. take the same interest In my work, 
and another reason is the terribly un¬ 
satisfactory condition of the book mar¬ 
ket—at any rate, so far a# the author 
ts concerned. 

"Fbr some time past the plight of 
the novelist ha* been going from had 
to worse. The prices that are now 
paid are *0 low that It I* beneath the 
dignity of any self-respecting novelist 
to write any more books unrtll better 
condition# obtain: and. so fir as 1 am 
concerned, I do not feel Inclined to wait 
until that happens. 

"I think there are several causes for 
this mate of things, and chief among 
thtmi I* the natural popularity of the 
14-cent edition- The public are reaping 
a fine lvarvest of cheap editions at 
the expense of the author. No one 
l* going to pay $1.12 or 11.60 for & 
novel when It can b* bought after the 
laps*' of a fmv weeks or month# for 14 
cents. Unlike the paper-covered 12- 
cent editions, the 14-cent books can be 
kopt and gtven a place on the book¬ 
shelves. 

"Of course, booksellers are no* going 
to #tock $1.12 novel#, which remain un¬ 
asked for In Lhe shop, while the public 
wait patiently for the cheap edition. 

"The motorcar 1# another factor In 
the decline of the novel. People hA\*e 
no time to rend while they are trav¬ 
eling about the country. What the 
ultimate resifit of the cheapening of 
novel* will be I do not know. I can 
only think that in time the best authors 
win ceaso to write, and will turn their 
brains and energies to some other way 
of making a living. 

‘That, at any rat©,. Is what I am 
going to do myself, and when I finally 
lay down my pen It will he to take up 
the business of decoration. But before 
doing thAt 1 have to finish my auto¬ 
biography—really an account of my 
eon*# Ilf© a# well a# my own. It win 
be called 'My Son and V and it will 
start with the doing# of the res! chil¬ 
dren who figured in the pages of 
•Cornin’ Thro’ the Rye.*" 

When "Cornin’ Thro’ th© Ry*" was 
published Miss Mathers was only Just 
out of l>*r teens. But she had been 
writing then nknee she was 9 years old. 
and at 13 had composed a poem wblcll 
won th^ praises Of Rossetti. Her best 
lK>ok. she thinks. Is "Con$in* Thro* the 
Rye." and it has been her most suc¬ 
cessful one. Thomas Hardy once told 
her that wherever he went he was 
always sure of finding this book and 
the Bible. v 

The composltlbn of “Cornin’ Thro* the 
Rye" was a secret from the rest of 
its authors family. She wrote It on 
scraps of paper and pitched them hlg- M 
gledy-piggiedy together. But She must 
have had a second manuscript, for. 
whpn she had got half the book writ¬ 
ten. she was 90 much In love with her 
work that she took off the manuscript 
a* It was to a publisher. Her experi¬ 
ence was unlike that of most success¬ 
ful authors. She met with no rebuff. 
Th** work was accepted there and then, 
and th© second half remained to he 
written. That did not trouble IU au¬ 
thor. Sh© wrote a*, top speed, and very 
soon people were showering congratu¬ 
lation# on Mis* Rhoda Broughton on 
her eupposed authorship of the new 
novel. 

Th© marriage this week of William 
Watson, the poet, ha* been one of the 
surprise# of the literary world. Mr. 

Is 51 years old. and he was 
looked on as a confirmed bachelor. He 
married an Irish lady, and the wedding 
Is th© culmination of a romance, tho 
acquaintance of th© pc>c*L and hJs wife 
having been very sh^rt. It 1# rather 
interesting to not© that Watson's !>©#t 
n<»rk hn# been concerned with his 
wife's native land. It was h© who In 
his "Ode on th© Day of the Coronation 
of King Edward VII.," referred to Ire¬ 
land u*

The Farmers* Union. 

The Formers’ Educational and Co¬ 
operative Union, an organization that 
bos mode great headway lh the South 
in the lost few years. Is holding Its an¬ 
nual meeting in Birmingham. Ala. It Is 
•aid to have a membership of 2 , 000 , 000 . 
Its strength in Kentucky Is principally 
In the First congressional district, 
where It has been thoroughly organized 
with a large following. In other ports 
of tho State it is not very well known. 
Its plan of operation Is on much the 
same order as that of the Society of 
Equity and the several bodies that 
have been formed by tobacco grow¬ 
ers. 

The strength of the Farmers’ Union 
being In the South, and cotton being 
the agricultural staple of tho South, 
more attention has been devoted to cot¬ 
ton than to any other one product, but 
the aim Is to perfect an organization 
that will be effective In controlling the 
sale of all the principal farm products. 
This Involves the establishment of a 
warehouse system and the maintenance 
of a business organization for the pool, 
ing of cotton, wheat, com, etc. The 
tendency of ail recent efforts to or¬ 
ganize the farmers has been Cong this 
line Something has been effected by 
the tobacco pools and. perhaps. In 
some other scattering Instances. The 
Burley tobacco pool of last year was 
i^clalmed ns a great success. This year 
them has been dissension among the 
tobacco growers that does not augur 
any too well for ^future pooling ar¬ 
rangements 

The night rider outrages In Kentucky 
were a potent factor In forcing or 
frightening many farmers Into the to¬ 
bacco organizations. If" cannot be ex 
pected that recruits gained by violence 
will become enthusiastic or useful as a 
working force No permanent good Is 
likely to come out of lawlessness and 
crime Lawful and sensible and b'fkl- 
rtesslike methods may eventually bring 
success to some, if not all. the farmers’ 
organizations. Time alone can demon¬ 
strate whether such methods will pre¬ 
vail. 

In his address to the meeting in Bir¬ 
mingham Charles 8 Barrett, president 
of the Farmers’ Union, said: 

“The on© way to permanently assure 
a fair price for cotton, wheat, grain nr 
any other produet i* to place ourselves in 
a position, wher© tee are not absolutely 
at th* merry of the buyer Bo far in hia- 
tory the only method discovered for ac¬ 
complishing this end. la to k©ep out of 
debt a* religiously as we can. and what U 
even more important, make such arrange¬ 
ment* a* will enable u» to hoM our cropa 
and finance our Indebtedness until such 
time as market prices have reached a Just 
level 

**Tlvr moat significant development in 
the history of y*e farmers’ union la the 
plain fact that w© am engaging tn less 
talking and more action. We h*v© 
saying what we were going to do'' w© 
are doing it Instead We are discovering 
every day more clearly that success does 
not lie In passing resolutions, sn fruitless 
denunciation, or in fiery speech-making 
but m pattern, plodding labor. In vigilance 
that refute* ever to alcep. j n judgment 
and calm questioning that does not be¬ 
lieve, th© honeyed promise* of politicians 
and schemer*, but paasea them «|| uik© 
undrr the microscope and through the 
acid bath to teat their sincerity and gen 
ulnoncaa” 

f This la highly sensible advice and 
would indicate that the president of the 
Formers’ Union Is a man of practical 
and conservative view*. On a basis 
such as ho has outlined it should be 
possible to form an effective and lasting 
organization. In no other way is suc- 
ee©« polemic or deslrablo 


England and America. 

I. 

C ROSSING the Atlantic has been 
fuller of changes than perils the 
last fifty years Since first I 
braved Its beautiful but fickle expanse 
of sea and oky. The best time to 
cross Is when you want to cross. They 
call it a Ferry now”, but It Is n Ferry 
bedlzzened and upholstered and fitted 
with every manner of safety appliance 
from the water-tight compartment to 
wireless telegraphy. 

The Kaiscrin Augusta Victoria (we 
crossed In her twice before) has a 
R ltz-Corlton Restaurant upon her 
upper deck, which Is a thing of beauty 
and a Joy forever; or words to that 
effect. I know a lady who had made 
twenty^ voyages and sick from shore 
to shofo until she struck this Ritz 
Carlton Restaurant. Bless you! there 
was no end to the perfect aplomb with 
which she went to her meals and took 
her nourishment; y©A. verily, and 
sipped her Jeeultengarten; good Ger 
man wine with which the steamers of 
the Hamburg-American Line cure sup¬ 
plied. My! how Brother Pickett woujd 
stare whilst, as for Brother Sommers, 
he would "Jess throw a fit." 

We landed at Plymouth, whence the 
Puritans sailed, taking Exeter and 
Salisbury on our way to London. They 
are notable only for their cathedrals. 
The dim, religious light which filters 
through the st&lned-gloss windows, 
something the worse in color and radi¬ 
ance for their a gen of historic wear 
and tear, Js not more restful than the 
daylight outside redolent of Sabbath 
calm all thfc year round and every 
day In tho week. Next to the solidarity 
of England comes Us repose. A sooty 
dignity clothes these ancient piles of 
piousness and graft. They live like 
fighting cocks, the prelates, and even 
the underlings of ihe British hierarchy, 
and take their tithes with the serene 
confidence of the muscular Christian 
who sits behind four aces. The good 
old vicars of Spain are not more rapa¬ 
cious and grandiose than the vested 
rights of the ecclesiastic aristocracy of 
the Church of England. Nevertheless 
to one coming from the rank turbu¬ 
lence of an American city, agitated by 
a municipal contest, with Us fuss and 
fustian. Us selfishness, insincerity and 
greed, wgs there something grateful 
and pleasing In the decorous, even 
polished, methods of holding up the 
public, not by the hair of its head— 
nor yet by the seat of Its pantaloons— 
Just by' the button, plenty of benefit 
of clergy, but no stump-speaking, nor 
newspapers. 

This Is not to say that they have 
no tumults In England. They have. 
Indeed, and sometimes very riotous. 
Harder to awaken than the Latins and 
the Yankees, they are more dogged. If 
not more blatant, when the piratical 
blood of the Norsemen stirs within 
them, and bolls and bubbles, like the 
dire Ingredients of a witch’s cauldron. 
But the Intervals are longer. The So¬ 
cialist, like the Suffragette, mokes less 
progress than disturbance. Outside the 
Church grafting Is neither eo obvious 
nor so easy as with us. The profes¬ 
sional reformer is less a factor. They 
long ago found him out. Thus false 
pretension and lying are not so com¬ 
mon and effective in their work of 
mystification and deception. The laws 
are better enforced. In the Judiciary 
corruption is unknown. But. we should 
remember that toward this state of de¬ 
velopment bloody wars have contrib¬ 
uted. and deep philosophies, and the life 
and literature of the most puissant 
nationality. 

II.. 

W ESTMINSTER ABBEY Is not 
the only Pantheon of the Eng¬ 
lish. Their historic dead are 
scattered In a thousand churches and 
churchyards from Land's End to Gret¬ 
na Green. Brooding in a nook of one 
of these ancient cathedrals, the marble 
effigies of the great of other ages all 
about, one Is apt to fall Into rsvery 
and to philosophize upon the fribbles 
and foibles of frail humanity. 

Distance lends veneration as well as 
enchantment to the view; the states¬ 
men, the warriors and the prelates In 
their sarcophagi seem saints and sages 
and heroes; but I dare say they had 
their own opinion of one another along 
with their battles, which were not al¬ 
ways fought upon the level, according 
to the rules of chivalry, nor In the 
open. “There were giants in those 
days,’* we are told Did they strike 
their enemy In the back? Did they 
reach out In the dark after his reputa¬ 
tion, his money, or his life? At least 
there were no newspapers to Indite 
hotnllies on virtue ^whilst passing the 
poisoned chalice of misinformation, nor 
atuqip speakers to make a tr\exi\ and a 
habit of lying. 

Truth to say. there U no politics now, 
either In England or In the United 
States, which rises much above the dig 
nity of bookkeeping The trail of the 
trademark is over It all. With us the 
tariff, over here the budget, engage the 
popular attention. Whilst the cost of 
government is a most Important mat¬ 
ter, It can hardly be said to be an ex¬ 
hilarating topic of discussion, or to ex¬ 
cite enthusiasm, except!among the pot- 
wallopers who are out after office. 
That Is why party warfare has grown 
so coarse and party discipline hangs 
so loose In both countries A* to con¬ 
viction laid in principle end consistency 
laid In conviction, we see ili*m no- 
where> n matters very little who win* 
or loses, the taxpayers In the end will 
he put In for the freight Over here it 
Is mainly at present, an affair of Dukes 
end their landed estates. With you It 
seems only an affair of Boodle and 
Bosses. Well, the voters ’’pays their 
money and can lake their choice." the 
devil rnbblng his hands and ticking hi* 
chops witl*. the thought of being toler¬ 
ably sure to ger the hindmost 
lu England the Suffragette Is 
giving to the public life of the 
time'Its only liveliness and colof She 
nt least Is frisky, persistent and 
picturesque. In America the interposi¬ 


tion of the "society lady" baa given 
a touch of humor to on otherwise Joy 
lets comedy. The smart set are ever 
out for % amusement, for something to 
diversify the hum-drum of their vapid 
existence, and, seeing their leaders 
mount the femAle hobby-horse, the 
Four Hundred may fall in and follow 
after. Just as they once emulated 
monkey-dinner* and still patronise the 
Divorce Courts. Over horo there Is 
something tragical In the farce which 
has turned London Into a circus-ring 
and would make a stunt of Downing 
street. Tho only success of the per 
fommnee thus far has been to exclude 
women altogether from the galleries— 
even ths vicinity—of the House of 
Commons. The Prime Minister walks 
In the constant dread of some out¬ 
break which will make an unseemly 
scene. Having tried kicks and screams, 
the women are now starving them¬ 
selves In tho gentle confinement to 
which a few of the least ladylike 
among them have been subjected. The 
erase, however, appears to be on the 
wane. 

Meanwhile.* the area of woman’s 
work widens, as It surely* should. Her 
Influence will only degenerate In pro¬ 
portion to her political activities. If 
I believed that the admission of women 
to the franchise would purify the bal¬ 
lot, or elevate woman in the scale of 
humanity, I should welcome woman 
suffrage. In my opinion, it would do 
nothing of the sort. It would mend 
none of the conditions of which 
women Justly complain. The mistake 
of the Suffragette It; in thinking that 
It would. There would be never a 
drunken, idle husband the less; no 
avenue, or vlela. of feminine opportu< 
nity tie more. Two had women to ono 
good woman would swell the sum of 
corrupt lop tn the elections. The single 
objective point, if any objective point 
could be reached, would be to rob the 
woman of her grace and charm and 
to brutalise her; and when thus 
brutalised, she should take the field 
as the direct competitor and antag¬ 
onist. not the mate and helpmate, of 
man—his chivalry# derived from 
motherhood and sisterhood, and sweet- 
heartdom, withdrawn from her— 
we should become a world of 
brutes, she, being physically the 
{breaker, to get the kicks and 
cuffs, and he go down in the strife. 

Happily, God and Nature have direct¬ 
ed otherwise. A good and wlso man 
and woman—even two well lntentloned 
people Joined together In honest wed¬ 
lock—find enough to do each In the 
sphere appointed; the woman to make 
the home, the man to plunge in the 
stream and swim for It. Woman was 
created to be the moral light of the 
unlverre. Put out this light by putting 
her outside the temple, and the world 
would be dark. Indeed. The Issue of 
“right" Is wholly a misleading Issue. 
Certainly, woman was born to every 
"right" the man haa—and a few more! 
Voting is often an Imposition and al¬ 
ways a nuisance. She that dabbles 
with pitch shall be defiled. Yet 
whenever the mothers In Israel de¬ 
mand ths ballot for themselves and 
their daughters, the Fathers and Broth 
ers and sons In Israel are likely, like 
Cap'n Scott's coon, "to come down;* 
but no more billet dmix and nose 
gays, ladles) 

Equality In all things; for woman’s 
wages along with man’s; but there are 
burthens which each must bear and 
these cannot be equalized, or trans¬ 
ferred; and he, or she, who thinks they 
can be must ever remain In tho mi¬ 
nority. 

Ill i \ 

T HAT Which the masses of men 
and women must learn before we 
can reach anything like perfecta- 
bllity in Government Is how to distin¬ 
guish between the true and the false 
among those who seek to exercise in¬ 
fluence. 

Constant assertion meets constant de¬ 
nial. Motives os well as affairs are 
oomplicate. Simple right and dbvlous 
wrong aro rarely arraved on opposing 
sldefc. The professional reformer will 
as a rule, bear watching. I am far 
from believing that either Mr. Cleve¬ 
land or Mr. Roosevelt was a dishonest 
man; but It Is true to say of them 
that, posing ostentatiously as apostles 
of the merit system, no two Presidents 
ever employed and deployed the pat¬ 
ronage to more effective purposes. 

The English people are rather more 
advanced than we are in political per¬ 
ceptivity and individual discrimina¬ 
tion, They have behind them two hun¬ 
dred years of constitutional monarchy, 
of stable and orderly government based 
on public opinion, and back of these a 
thousand years of formative experience. 
They are less emotional than we are— 
not so quick on trigger. They require 
results. Their newspapers are models 
of qomposure and Intelligence. Mere 
assertion doe© not go nearly so far 
Borne proof Is demanded. An English 
newspaper which made a business of 
belaboring another newspaper would 
be voted a crank and it bore and 
would drop out of circulation. A poli¬ 
tician of reputation and responsibility 
could not afford to stand for an un¬ 
truth. even for a palpable mlsrepre- 
sentatlon. Such canards as serve their 
term during election times In America 
would fall fiat In England Vicious 
editors. Inspired by malice or having 
axes to grind, are relegated to the 
slums of politics and journalism. They 
could In the nature of things have no 
existence Bo much la clear grin to 
the body spiritual, no less than the 
body corpora**- 

I dare say in the fullness of ting i the 
American voter'will learn to prttect 
himself We have a long wayl to 
travel before we attain what one riust 
honestly call the superior civilization of 
England But, we arq growing apa«ej 
rfnd. having survived many perils, 
please God. we shall survive as many 
more h. W.

Built, 
primarily, that he might the better be 
enabled to gratify that love of & good 
horse which he shared with Ihe elder 
Vanderbilt, they remain an object les 
ann In a branch of engineering aadly 
neglected In a land which, beyond all 
others, makes sacrifices to speed. Just 
as the Roman roads remain to-day the 
indestructible monuments of an era 
that has left little else, so will these 
splendid chaussees of Mr. Harrlman’ 
perpetuate his name when his network 
of railroads shall have known an army 
of other masters. 

We read how, for the year ended 
June 30, 1909, farming produce In ex 
cess of 200 , 000,000 tons was handled by 
the railroads, practically the whole of 
which was hauled to the depots at a 
cost ^ conservatively estimated at 23 
cents a ton mile. More than one-half 
of this aggregate charge of $ 432 , 400,000 
could be saved by good roads, says the 
Bureau of Statistics, upon which easy 
hauling can be accomplished at a cost 
of 8 cents a ton mile. 

The New York Times, commenting 
upon this tax on stupidity, remarks: 

“Draw concentric circle* on th© m©p 
about esch railroad station that Is sur¬ 
rounded by had roads. It will b© seen 
that only In th© nearest zone Is It profit 
able to haul all kinds of farm produce 
milk and perishable vegetables and fru»t* 
must be omitted from the profitable cart 
age away from the second zona; the cost 
la too much for hauling many.of the prod¬ 
ucts of the third sone. while in the fourth 
the land must remain uncultivated, since 
no arop can be transported to market.’ 

It is strange that, Jn view of such 
facts os these, which are not disputed 
It should be so difficult to overcome the 
apathy and indifference of the farmers 
the Good Roads Conventions iWeet. dis¬ 
cuss and disperse, but it would be flat¬ 
tery to say that they accomplish. For 
a few days they hold the center of the 
stage and crystallize the enthusiasms 
of the adept, but they have not so far 
succeeded In attracting a following out 
side of the automobile clubs; and, In¬ 
deed. It is to them that agriculture Is 
looking for help. 

Meantime a controversy Is threatened 
as between the advocates of good roads 
and waterways, which might servs a 
good purpose If it aroused Interest In 
both. Both are among ths good lessons 
we might profitably learn from abroad, 
where they are universally recognised 
as good Investments. 


The Mikado Aa Freas Agent. 

Some day someone qualified by long 
experience In the Far East will write 
an Instructive book upon the fine art of 
press agentry In Japan. That book will 
reveal to the work! two cardinal farts 
The first is that there Is no nation be- 
neath the shining sun which has as fine 
an appreciation of the power of ths 
press as have the Japanese. Ths 
ond is that In discharging Its Im¬ 
portant functions as a publicity bureau 
the Imperial Government of Japan ap¬ 
plies the very excellent local room rule 
of the American press, which Is that no 
one upon the staff occupies so high a 
position, or has such dignity, that be 
may decline the humblest work. 

To lllustrate the point, let u# turn to 
the latest Issue of the Far Eastern Re¬ 
view. a monthly publication printed In 
Manila, and devoted to a discussion of 
affairs In the Orient. FV>r a long time 
new* from China bristled with contro¬ 
versial statements of the position of 
the Japanese with regard to a dispute 
then ope^ as to the extension of the 
Fakumen railway to the Imperial rail¬ 
ways of North China, and the objec¬ 
tion of Japan to what that country 
termed a violation of the Pekin agree 
ment of 1905. There is no Intention 
here to discuss the question of which 
country' was right and which wrong In 
this controversy. The feature of the 
dispute that should Internet the stu¬ 
dent tof International politics and the 
admirer of the acuteness and notional 
spirit of the Japanese, Is the method 
adopted hy the Imperial Government to 
procure press reports favorable to Its 
attitude In the Fakumen railway dis¬ 
pute. 

The Far Eastern Review says that 
Its correspondent In a previous lasu© 
dwelt upon the “reasonableness of 
Japan's d**mand#'' In the Fakumen 
railway dispute,, and adds that one 
month after the publication' of that 
letter Mr. Chlrol, foreign editor of the 
London Times, and Dr Morrison. Pekin 
correspondent for the^ Times, arrived 
together In Japan “for the purpose of 
learning the Japanese sdde* of many 
outstanding Issues between Japan and 
China, and with particular reference 
to the Fakumen railway dispute, in 
which British Interests were concerned. 

The question had been agitated for 
two years. Dr. Morrison, in his Pekin 
letters and telegram* to the Times, 
bad token a strong position for the 
Chinese and against the Japanese. As 
the controversy dragged along public 
©pinion In Great Britain was gradually 
diverted In favor of China and ngalngt 
with a tendency, as the Far

1 st Ing bonds of friendship and destroy 
the effect of the Japanese-British al¬ 
liance."

TMs was the first (Imo an Emperor 
of Japan ever condescended to meet 
j journalists. It should bo added. In 
strict Justice to Mr. Chlrol and Dr. 
Morrison, tho term “received tn au¬ 
dience by the Emperor" la misleading. 
It was clearly brought oqt by the press 
at ths time that the Mikado did act 
grant a formal audience lo the rep¬ 
resentatives of ths Times, but Invited 
them to partake of his hospitality. 

Tho Far Eastern Review otniis to 
make mention of an interesting feature 
of the incident. It was hotly charged 
by a section of ths foreign press in 
Japan that Mr. Chiral's visit was in¬ 
spired by the Imperial Government, 
which at the same time arranged that 
Dr Morrison should be dispatched to 
Toklo that he might learn how ill-ad¬ 
vised his pro-Chineas writings hod been. 
It may also be added that while he wa* 
In Japan Dr. Morrison wag “interview¬ 
ed" by the semi-official Japanese news¬ 
papers, and quoted as saying things 
about the railway dispute which he 
subsequently denied having said. There 
also appeared a little later telegrams 
from Pekin, ostensibly from Dr. Morn- 
son, asserting that certain letters rela¬ 
tive to the Fakumen dispute were writ¬ 
ten during his temporary absence from 
Pekin, and without Ms sanction. But 
Dr. Morrison hastened to state |n print 
that the letters referred to were writ¬ 
ten by him. Possibly bis recalcitrancy 
has been successfully rebuked since 
that time. 

When ths Japanese Emperor unbends 
and meets the Pekin correspondent of 
the London Times and the foreign edi¬ 
tor, for the purpose of effecting a 
channel of publicity In favor of th© 
Imperial Government, knocking prece¬ 
dent Into a cocked hat. It is plain that 
the most modem of tho world Powers 
has a sense of the voluo of ths print 
ed column superior to that of any 
other.

LOCAL BROKERS, SUSPEND. 


Inability To Collect Margins Given 
As the Reason For the 
Failure. 


Inability to collect margins was given 
as an explanation for (be suspension 
yesterday morning of E. E Paine & 
Co., a local stock brokerage Arm. oc¬ 
cupying the lowor floor of the Kenyon 
building on Fifth street, between Main 
and Market streets. As usual the Arm 
began business yesterday morning 
shortly after the New York and Chica¬ 
go opening quotations began to arrive, 
hut a notice that the company would 
cease taking new business for the pres¬ 
ent was posted before noon. 

E. E. Paine, who Is at the head of 
th© company, was a*k©d yesterday aft¬ 
ernoon to give a detailed statement of 
the liabilities and the assets, hut he 
replied that such was impossible in¬ 
asmuch ns his records have not yet 
been audited. He stated, however, that 
In his opinion thts assets are sufficient 
to cover all the liabilities, in which 
event no patron of the company will 
suffer a loaa. He further believes that 
his company will be able to resume 
operations within a short time. 

The Arm of R. E. Paine & Co. for 
several years has ranked high in the 
opinion of local experts, who were 
taken completely by surprise yester¬ 
day when the news spread that it had 
suspended. It was established In Lou- 
Uvlito in November, 1906 by Mr. Paine 
un\ George L. Bacon und so far as is 
known had been prosperous. Finley 
Barrell Co. represented the company 
on the New York Slock Exchange, the 
Now York Cotton Exchange and tho 
Chicago Board of Trade. 


Such were the ringing words that 
brought cheers from over a thousand 
persons who stood In the sloppy street 
on Campbell, between Main and Wash¬ 
ington streets, last rrigtd. uttered by 
Jack W. Baddera. as he opened the 
meeting held under the auspices of the 
True Blue Democratic Club last night, 
at which W. O. Head. Samuel Boldrlck 
and A. Scott Bullitt spoke. Mr. Bad- 
der© was introduced by J. R. Barret, 
president of the club, and really was 
given an ovation by his associates in 
tils opening statement. 

Samuel Bqldrtck. candidate for City 
Judge, spoke first, as Mr. Head did not 
arrive until about 8:20 o’clock. Mr. 
Boldrlck poured hot shot into the city 
administration from every point of the 
com pass. He was cheered repeatedly 
throughout his speech. He gave way 
to W. O. Head as soon as it was dis¬ 
covered that he had arrived. The sight 
of W. Q. Head put the crowd wild, and 
cannon firecrackers mode the square 
resound flor several minutes. In Intro¬ 
ducing Mr. Head to the big audience. 
Chairman Badders said that he felt 
confident that conditions for home la¬ 
bor would Improve as soon a* Mr. Head 
was elected. "And you bet he is going 
to be elected.** shouted the speaker. 

This simply set The crowd afire, and 
It wa* some time before the applauso 
subsided. The speaker then Introduced 
Mr. Head as the next Mayor of the city 
of Louisville. After the cheering had 
died away Mr. Head spoke in part as 
follows:

Word From Cincinnati. 


"In July, after I got the nomination 
for Mayor. I went to Michigan, where 
I met a Cincinnati Republican poli¬ 
tician. He asked me where I was from 
and my business. I told him I was 
from Louisville and I was In tho tobac¬ 
co business. H© told me In th© con¬ 
versation that he was a friend of Mr. 
Cox of his city, and that Mr. Cox was 
a great politician and had made mil¬ 
lions out of politics. Mr. Cox. he said, 
had said politicians In Louisville did 
not make enough money out of politics, 
and that it was a good field to work in. 

"My new acquaintance told mo there 
would be another ticket in Louisville 
very soon, headed by Tyler, and that 
they had no thought of winning, but It 
waa dono to help the Republican par¬ 
ty. Since It would be a hard fight for 
them to wlo. his Cincinnati friends 
were going to help them financially 
with $15,000 to $20,000 and more, if 
needed. 

"I did not believe the store at the 
time, but when I returned home I found 
he knew what he waa talking about- 
He told me Ed Green and Aaron Kohn 
were good friends of theirs. 

"Now. fellow' Democrats, two years 
ago, when Tyler was nominated by the 
Democratic party for the great office 
of Mayor I was his friend, and as a 
Democrat I did everything In my power 
to elect him and the Democratic ticket. 
Two years later. wh*re Is he? He has 
turned his beck on the party that hon¬ 
ored him and hss gone into the Re¬ 
publican camp of Kohn. Grlnstoad A 
Co., to help defeat the nominees of 
the party he represented two years ago. 
He Is part and parcel of the Republic¬ 
an-Negro combination. He asked me 
to meet him In debate.

Mayor 
Grlnstend. who Is afraid to come out 
before the people and give an account 
of his stewardship, and who Is afraid 
to meet the Issues of his own adminis¬ 
tration. I want him to meet the masses 
of the people face to face. I want to 
ask him many questions, but he is 
afraid that I will turn the light on 
things that will not do for the people 
to see.

"No. my friends. I am after the man 
In the Big Tent, no sideshow for me 

‘There Is another man. Joe Pryor, 
whom the Democratic party honored 
for six years in the high office of Crim¬ 
inal Judge. Ho is tho son of an illus¬ 
trious fsther who served his party 
many years faithfully In the highest 
court of the State, and now. at the ripe 
old age of 85 year*. I see him bow his 
head as he looks at the crowd that Joo 
Is now associating with—Aaron Kohn, 
general manager; Grin stead. Ed G reen 
and their 7.000 negro allies. These boys 
going to ruin with that off-color gang 
of reformers. 

"XIy friends, it is with a degree of 
sadness I uncover the picture to you.

Aa he left the wagon men, women and 
children crowded around him, shaking 
his hands and pulling and tugging at 
his clothes. After leaving the Immense 
gathering Mr. Head said that ho was 
simply taken off his feet by the re 
coption and he never dreamed of facing 
such a big crowd of enthusiastic voters. 

From Campbell and Main streets Mr. 
Head went to Brook and Breckinridge 
to a meeting of the South End Fourth 
and Fifth Wards Democratic Club, 
where a crowd of several hundred 
awaited his coming Mr. Head, owing 
to the fact that he had grown a little 
hoarse from his outdoor speech, only 
made a short talk Before Mr. Head 
arrived Muir Welasinger, nominee for 
County Judge, addressed the crowd. In 
which he took a few cracks at the r>o 
litlcal record of his opponent. Judge 
Arthur Peter, whom he depicted as be¬ 
ing not unlike the chamelion In his 
shifting political spots. The meeting 
waa presided over by Rush C. Watkins.

PLANS TO ESTABLISH 


MEDICAL COLLEGE INDORSED 
BY COMMERCIAL CLUB. 


Committee Named To Confer With 
Board of Trustees of State Uni¬ 
versity For Final Action. 


Lexington, Ky.. Sept 10.—(Special.) 
—A large crowd of representative busl 
neee men attended the maos meeting 
held to-night by the Lexington Com¬ 
mercial Club to consider the proposed 
plan to establish a medical department 
for Kentucky State University, with 
branches In this city and Louisville 
The proposition was heartily and 
unanimously Indorsed, and a commit¬ 
tee appointed to confer with the board 
of trustees of the university and urge 
that the plans be adopted and the new' 
college established as soon as possible 
Joseph Lscorunfe. vice president of 
the Commercial Club, presided, and ad¬ 
dresses explaining and praising tho 
plan for the college were made by W. 
L. Threlkeld. Drs. Van Meter. T. C. Hal¬ 
loway and Clark, and Dr. Pryor, of the 
university factulty. It warn stated In 
the speeches that medical colleges as 
commercial propositions were no longer 
possible, as the cost of modem equip 
ment was too heavy to secure a paying 
return. Therefore, prominent physt- 
clans of this city and Louisville, who 
were anxious to have a great medical 
college In this State, of the highest 
standard, were anxious to establish one 
In connection with the State University 
so that It would havo the benefit of 
appropriations from the State. 

At the close of the addresses tho 
resolutions recently adopted by the 
educational committee of the Commer¬ 
cial Club. Indorsing the proposed plans, 
were unanimously approved, and a 
committee composed of W. A. McDow¬ 
ell. Judge George R. Hunt, Dr. T. C. 
Holloway. S. M. Wilson and W. L. 
Threlkeld was appointed to confer with 
the executive committee of the board 
of directors of State University and 
urge that prompt action be taken to 
put the proposed plans Into operation 
and the college established.

ELECTION COMES HIGH. 


Knox County, Indiana, Council Ap¬ 
propriates 92.460 In Ex¬ 
penses. 


Vincennes. Ind , Sept. 10.—(Special.)— 
The Knox County Council appropriated 
$2,460 Just before adjourning sine die 
to-day. to defray the expenses of the 
county option election. September 30. 
The “wets'* and "dry*” both opened 
campaign headquarters here/to-day and 
th* contest will be warm from no* on. 

Over the door of the wets* headquar¬ 
ter* appears the sign, "Taxpayer's 
League." 


The Legislature at Its last session 
appropriated $10,000 for the new statue 
w'hlch has been modeled on almost the 
exact line of the flguro of Henry Clay 
In the reffunda of the Louisville court¬ 
house and w’hlch was made by JoH T. 
Hart. The new statue to be placed on 
the monument here will be about thlr 
teen feet high, which Is approximately 
the height of the old statue. The com¬ 
mission appointed by Gov. Willson to 
have charge of the expenditure of the 
appropriation for the new statue is corp 
posed of Judge J. D. Hunt, Capt. 
Charles B. Clay and Cok W. R. Mil ward, 
all of this city. They will not make an 
official examination of the statue until 
all of the parts of tho figure have been 
shipped here and put together which Is 
expected to be about the middle of Octo 
her. 

The members of the commission who 
havo seen the bust of the figure which 
has arrived here express the private 
opinion that the face Is a good likeness 
of Mr. Clay and expect the statue to 
prove satisfactory.

Kentucky Business Men Interested In 
’Preparing Dry Leaf For 
the Market. 


Washington. Sept. 10.—(Special.)— 
Vice Consul General Claud© E Guyant, 
of Panama City, furnishes th© follow¬ 
ing information concerning the hand- 
ling and preparation of tobacco on the 
Isthmus: 

The new Isthmian Tobacco Company, 
composed of local and Kentucky bus¬ 
iness men, though not fully organized, 
has already been dampening and pre¬ 
paring dry leaf tobacco for the mar¬ 
ket. The leaf Is Imported dry front 
Kentucky and Virginia, and a oonsid- 
erablo saving In freight and duty la 
effected thereby. There is Installed In 
the factory here at the present time 
complete machinery for preparing dry 
leaf tobacco, but now that the com¬ 
pany has been Incorporated plans for 
doing business on a larger scale are 
being worked out. 

The company will build a larger fac¬ 
tory and a warehouse adjoining the fac¬ 
tory. and In addition to preparing dry 
leaf complete machinery for the manu¬ 
facture of plug tobacco will be Insulted 
The monthly output of leaf tobacco, 
as estimated at present, will be about 
20,000 pounds. 

The company expects to supply the 
cities of Panama and Colon and the 
Interior of the republic and will also 
try for the Canal Zone trade Already 
they have received several promising 
advance orders. As the business de¬ 
velops It is the Intention of the mem¬ 
bers of the company to Install ma¬ 
chinery for the manufacture of cigars 
cigarettes and smoking tobacco, and 
add these articles to their output.

MARES VICIOUS ATTACK 
ON ENGLISH BUDGET 


LORD ROSEBERBY SOUNDS KEY¬ 
NOTE AT GLASGOW. 


SAID GOVERNMENT WAS DALLY¬ 
ING WITH SOCIALISM. 


SEALS FATE OF FINANCE BILL 


Glasgow'. Kept 10.—Lord Roseberry 
finally cut himself adrift from mod¬ 
ern radicalism as exemplified by the 
House of Commons nowadays, and in 
a "straight talk” to-day to the busi¬ 
ness mon of Che North, vehemently 
denounced the budget and ft* authors. 

Tho former Premier’s speech has 
been awaited eagerly by those opposed 
to the budget, as it was expected to 
give a lead to the House of Lords and 
furnish a platform for a fight for a 
general election on which the moder¬ 
ates of all parties would be able to 
forgo together. 

Lord Roseberry. who prefaced his 
remarks by raying that he Intended to 
express his unadorned opinion with¬ 
out quips or cranks, characterised the 
budget as "a revolution which put the 
future of Great Britain in the melting 
pot and which in the best Interests of 
the nation should not become a law. 

He declared that the first result of 
the budget would be an Immediate In¬ 
crease In the ranks of the unemployed 
through a great depletion of capital. 
The arguments advanced for taxing 
land applied logically to consols and 
all other forms of realised property. 

Scores of millions were lying Idle In 
tho banks at th*» present moment ow- 
in«” to the apprehension regarding the 
financial policy of the Government 
which proposed to treat all landlords 
as pariahs. If the Lloyd-George bud¬ 
get was the only alternative to tariff 
reform. Lord Rosoberry declared, many 
would cease to defend the doctrine of 
free trade. He said the Government 
was dallying with socialism which was 
the end of all things. 

The interest in what Lord Roseberry 
had to say was so widespread that one 
enterprising London newspaper receiv¬ 
ed report* of his speech by telephone 
from Glasgow to London, a distance of 
over 40 miles, and had verbatim eight 
columns of what he said on the street 
a few minutes afVer the speech was 
completed. 

Lord Roseberry's address was dis¬ 
cussed keenly In the House of Com¬ 
mons, and the prevailing opinion In 
the lobbies seemed to be that the fate 
of the finance bill had leon sealed 
thereby and that the House of Lorda 
would reject It. _

F. JOSEPH HERRMANN SHOWS 
GAIN IN STRENGTH. 


Stricken With Ptomaine Poisoning 
While At His Place of Business— 
Source Not Known. 


According to the statement issued 
by the medical attendants. F. Joseph 
Herrmann, one of the best-known cit¬ 
izens of Louisville, who is suffering 
from an attack of ptomaine poisoning 
received Thursday afternoon, was 
much Improved in condition late last 
night and he had passed through the 
day with comparative rest and freedom 
from pain, 

Mr. Herrmann was attacked by the 
poison while at his place of business, 
122-124 South Sixth street, at 3 o’clock 
Thursday afternoon. Dr. T. Hunt 
Stucky was called and ho caused Mr. 
Herrmann to be removed to the Old 
Inn. where the physician worked with 
the patient until early yesterday morn¬ 
ing. At 7 o’clock the patient suffered 
a sort of relapse, but rallied later and 
rested well throughout the day. 

Mr. Herrmann has been a resident 
of Louisville for thirty-seven years, 
having.come to this country in 1873. 
Just after Alsace-Lorraine, hi# home 
province, had been captured from the 1 
French by the Prussians. Both he and 
his brothers are loyal Frenchmen, but 
they have never regretted the emigra¬ 
tion to this country. 

Under Ma$*or Charles P. Weaver Mr. 
Herrmann wa« elected a commissioner 
on the Sinking Fund Board, and when 
Mr. Mayer of that board died. Mr. 
Hxrrmann was appointed president. 
He held that office for nJne years.

Hambrick own# a house at Twenty-sev¬ 
enth and Alford avenues He put John 
Lapsey. a workman under him. on the Jon 
of making some iron Into a framework for 
the gate, using city materials on the Job 
and taking a full day of Lapsey’# time. 
The following day he had four of his men 
take this framework, together with two 
big posts, each 14 feet long and 10x10 
lnchtsTand erect It on his property on Al¬ 
ford avenue. Six heavy planks were also 
used In tho gntc. and building It required 
a full day. CKy n i* n * materials and a 
team were used on this Job. 

Hambrlck’s residence is at Thirtieth 
street and Greenwood avenue. He had one 
of his men at the city shop at Twelfth 
and Green streets work a day nnd a half 
on a wooden frame for a lawn swing, and 
nfter that had It taken In the city wagon 
to Ills residence and put up. the work be¬ 
ing done oti time paid for by the city. 

Two men employed in the ptintos and 
wefis department were sent hy Hambrick 
to the residence of his *on-1n-iaw, Homer 
Wahklng. on Greenwood avenue where 
t bey, at*hl* orders, dug a 20-foot dry well. 
This took them half a day. 

When Homer Wahklng moved to Thir¬ 
ty-ninth street, between Btnadwav and 
Chestnut. Hambrick had his men take six¬ 
teen one-inch boards, each a foot wide, 
to Wahktng'n residence. They were using 
them In bu Idlng a fence, and the em¬ 
ploye# of the city were kept busy fnr a 
considerable time.

AMERICANS ESCAPE 
FROM THE FLOOD 

MAJLE A SIX-DAY TRIP IN AN 
OX CART FROM A 
RANCH. 


Mexico City. Sept. 10 —The situation 
in the northern part of the republic Is 
still serious In spite of the fact that the 
flood sufferers in the State of Tanmu- 
lij>a* are receiving their first relief. 
News of a number of marooned Ameri¬ 
cans reached here to-day. It seems 
that the Presbyterian mission school at 
San Juan has been cut off since the 
flood. A party, under the leadership of 
W A Ross, ia to go to the rescue. The 
pupils and teachers are reported to be 
eafe. although suffering from want of 
food. 

A party of Americans consisting of J. 
E. Goddard and his mother; Stuart 
Ryan, of Oklahoma, and Hugh Cocker¬ 
ell, reached Linares yesterday evening 
after a six-day trip in an ox cart from 
the Santa Ana ranch, where they had 
been staying. The ranch was complete¬ 
ly Inundated. The Americans took ref¬ 
uge on a nearby hill, making their es¬ 
cape with little more thaji the clothes 
they’ had on their backs Mr Goddard 
was the last to !«*ave the house and had 
to swim to get to the hill* The party 
was without food or shelter for three 
days. The portion of the hill above 
water was not more than 100 feet 
square end it was surrounded for a mile 
In evr*ry direction by water, many fttf 
deep The flood finally subsided and 
the Americans Journeyed to Linares 

An expert horticulturist and specialist 
in orange culture, from Los Angeles, 
lost his life In the flood. It has been 
impossible to ascertain hls name. He 
was drowned on the Hacienda Conejo 
In the Tamescl river district of the 
State of TamauH pas.

To-morrow Hr Chandler Egan, of Ex¬ 
moor. and Robert Gardner, of Hinsdale, 
will meet in the finals to decide the 
championship. 

Egan disposed of Evans after a strug¬ 
gle tliat ended spectacularly at the thirty- 
sixth hole, the Edgewater youngster top 
ping hi* drive Into the bunker, the only 
really had drive he made in hls long up 
hill struggle. 

The Gardner-Phelps match also went 
to the home green, but Gardner’s ad¬ 
vantage was one hole better, as he was 
one up. playing for the last hole, and ae 
cured the match by r perfect four, mnk- 
hlm two up at the finish. Gardner was 
two up on the morning round and Phelps, 
handicapped by a badly blistered right 
hand, was unable to overcome the handi¬ 
cap In the afternoon ~Pholpe did. Indeed, 
square the match at the tenth hole, ami 
at the fourteenth was one up. the only 
time during the game that he was In 
the lead Gardner squared the match at 
the next bole and won the thirty-fifth 
and thirty-sixth in par four*. 

But the Egan-Evans match attracted 
the gallery, and the six or seven hun 
dred golf enthusiasts who trudged around 
the long course in the wake of the for¬ 
mer national champion and Ills youthful 
opponent were w'ell rewarded.

Egan, who twice has carried off na¬ 
tional championship honors. la the 
favorite in to-morrow’* match with 
Gardner, as Egan’a golf, with the ex¬ 
ception of disastrous nine holes this aft¬ 
ernoon. has been of championship caliber. 

Gardner, who Is captain of the Yale 
track team.

"Men’s wear mills are busy, but In 
footwear factories are awaiting re¬ 
turns from salesmen only recently 
started out- Hides and leather are 
gradually adjusted to new conditions, 
but prices are firmly maintained. Sta¬ 
tistics of building operations testify to 
the activity In that direction. Talcing 
the country at large, there ls a notable 
freedom from Industrial disputes. The 
very satisfactory employment of lab*)r 
must soon add to retail purchases, 
which expand slowly.

Cotton Goods Stronger. 


"Retaldlers are numerous in the dry 
goods market, but purchases are con 
servatlve. Following the Government 
report on cotton, prices In the primary 
markets steadied perceptibly, and the 
position is now regarded os strong, al¬ 
though new business is of moderate 
proportions. Converters are clomng up 
outstanding trades, snd primers using 
wide cloths have shown more lmerest 
in covering fbr future needs.

Some Damage Froifi Storm.

The Reed-Scntt amended substitute 
audit ordinance, along with the sup¬ 
plementary claim ordinance, wa* made 
a la.w yesterday Afternoon by Mayor 
Grinatead. when he affixed hi# signature 
to the two Instrument*.
